Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
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applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 5 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Chung et al (US 6,909,532 B2). 

In regard to claim 5, Chung et al discloses a method of manufacturing an 
information display device having an information display panel, in which display media 
are sealed between two substrates, at least one substrate being transparent, and, in 
which the display media, to which an electrostatic field is applied, are made to move so 
as to display information such as an image (column 4, lines 63-64 & column 15, line 36 
- column 16, line 28, Figures 13A &13B), characterized in that the improvement 
comprises the steps of: preparing a substrate (Figure 13B, "1554"), in which electrodes 
are provided on both front surface (Figure 13B, "1502, 1514, 1518, 1522") and rear 
surface of one substrate (Figure 13B, "1580, 1582"), and, in which the electrodes are 
electrically connected with each other via through holes (Figure 13B, "1564, 1566, 1568, 
1570"); stacking the thus prepared one substrate and the other substrate (Figure 13B, 
"1552, 1554"); and connecting connection terminals of an outer circuit to the electrodes 
provided at the rear surface of one substrate (Figure 13B, "1590, 1508"). 

Regarding claim 6, Chung et al discloses wherein one substrate, in which the 
electrodes are provided on the front surface and the rear surface thereof, is a rear 
substrate (Figure 13B, "1554").
